its meeting to co nsider a J o hn­ 
so n administratio n 
bill 
that 
wo uld ban mail o rder sales o f 
rifles and sho tguns. 
The po stpo nement repo rtedly 
was o rdered because the sessio n 
co nflicted with a meeting o f the 
Republican Platfo rm Co mmit­ 
tee headed by Senate Republi­ 
can Leader Ev erett M. Dirksen. 
Dirksen is also the to p-ranking 
mino rity member o f the J udi­ 
ciary Co mmittee. 
Bo th the Senate and the Ho use 
J udiciary Co mmittees will meet 
at the same time Thursday . 
The Senate co mmittee, fo r 
y ears a grav ey ard o f such legis­ 
latio n, last rejected it 10 to 6 
just a few ho urs befo re the April 
4 sniper-slay ing o f Eh-. Martin 
Luther King J r. 
But, against a backdro p o f the 
Sen. Ro bert F. Kennedy assassi­ 
natio n and a mo unting public 
din, a clear majo rity no w fav o rs 
the bill and its chances are rat­ 
ed ex cellent—no t o nly to reach 
the flo o r, but perhaps fo r quick 
passage, to o . 
The J udiciary subco mmittee 
o n 
juv ile 
delinquency 
gav e 
quick appro v al to the measure 
•Tuesday . 
The measure wo uld go a step 
further than a sectio n o f the o m­ 
nibus crime co ntro l bill passed 
and sent to the White Ho use just 
after the Kennedy assassina­ 
tio n. The o mnibus bill wo uld 
ban o nly mail o rder handgun 
sales which President J o hnso n 
criticized as to o weak. 
That bill also wo uld pro v ide 
fo r federal grants to strengthen 
state and lo cal law enfo rcement 
and autho rize under co urt per­ 
missio n po lice wiretapping. An­ 
o ther sectio n is designed to 
o v erturn so me recent Supreme 
Co urt decisio ns o n admissibility 
o f co nfessio ns and o ther ev i­ 
dence in federal criminal trials. 
The J o hnso n administratio n 
also o ppo sed the wiretapping 
pro v isio n. 
The deadline fo r J o hnso n to 
sign o r v o te the o mnibus bill is 
midnight to night. If he takes no 
actio n, it auto matically beco mes 
law. 
The Senate judiciary subco m­ 
mittee o n juv enile delinquency 
gav e quick appro v al Tuesday to 
the bill to ban mail o rder rifle 
and sho tgun sales. J o hnso n had 
urged its quick enactment. 
Republican Leader Ev erett 
M. Dirksen o f Illino is, ranking 
mino rity member o f the parent 
co mmittee, said he fo resaw no 
o bjectio n to repo rting the mea­ 
sure fav o rably to the Senate. 
Under co mmittee rules, ho w­ 
ev er, a single member co uld re­ 
quest that actio n be put o ff fo r a 
week.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 
atto rney who tentativ ely has 
agreed to defend J ames Earl 
Ray say s he do es no t plan to 
fight ex traditio n which wo uld 
return the accused assassin o f 
Dr. Martin Luther King J r. to 
this co untry fro m England. 
Arthur J . Hanes, a fo rmer 
FBI agent and fo rmer may o r o f 
Birmingham, Ala., made the 
co mment here late Tuesday as 
he bo arded an airplane fo r 
Washingto n, D.C., to check o n 
passpo rt arrnagements fo r his 
upco ming trip to England. 
He was acco mpanied by his 
so n, 26 -y ear-o ld Arthur J . Hanes 
J r., who also is an atto rney . 
In an interv iew with Radio 
Statio n WSB, the elder Hanes 
was asked specifically if he in­ 
tended to fight U.S. demands 
that Ray be returned to this 


co untry fo r trial in the King 
slay ing. 
“ I’m no t go ing o v er there fo r 
that purpo se,” Hanes said. “ I 
do no t ex pect to engage in tho se 
legal maneuv erings.” 
He was asked, to o , if he 
planned to request a chance o f 
v enue o nce Ray is returned to 
Memphis, Tenn., fo r trial. 
“ No sir, I will no t,” Hanes 
said. “ I feel that the peo ple o f 
Memphis and the peo ple o f 
Tennessee are fair-minded and 
just— like mo st Americans. I 
feel that o nce they are present­ 
ed the ev idence and the testimo ­ 
ny , co upled with the law the 
judge will charge them with, 
they will giv e a fair and just 
v erdict ”

kno wledge o f the priso ner

must listen to us no w, befo re it 
is to o late; befo re the pro phets 
o f v io lence replace the pro phets 
o f peace and justice.” Yo ung 
said.

Frank Lang o f Tipto n hav e been 
no tified o f the death o f their 
so n, Capt. J ames F. Lang, as 
the result o f ho stile actio n in 
Vietnam o n April 28. 
He was repo rted missing in 
actio n o n that date and is the 
first Tipto n serv iceman to die in 
the Vietnam co nflict.

o v er Kennedy and Humphrey 
fo rces to day , altho ugh late re­ 
turns fro m Tuesday 's primary 
changed the figures slightly in 
the battle fo r New Yo rk State’s 
Demo cratic presidential dele­ 
gates. 
In o v erpo wering the o ther 
tro o ps, 
McCarthy 
ev idently 
gav e co attail strength fo r Paul 
O’Dwy er’s seizure o f the party ’s 
U.S. Senate no minatio n. 
McCarthy harv ested at least 
5 1 o f the 123 co nv entio n dele­ 
gates in partial returns slo wed 
by hand-co unting o f paper bal­ 
lo ts. 
The co unt grew to a po ssible 
24 fo r delegates pledged to the 
ideals o f the late Ro bert F. Ken­ 
nedy . Suppo rters o f Vice Presi­ 
dent 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey 
gained o ne, po ssible two . Un­ 
co mmitted delegates garnered 
19 seats. 
The v o ting trend indicated 
that McCarthy wo uld maintain 
the wide lead in delegates. 
The surprise Senate v icto r 
was Paul O’Dwy er, a fo rmer 
city co uncilman and bro ther o f 
fo rmer may o r o f New Yo rk 
City . He defeated Eugene H. 
Nickerso n, Nassau Co unty ex ec­ 
utiv e who came into the race at 
the urging o f Kennedy and Rep. 
J o seph Y. Resnick, o f upstate 
Ellenv ille, a J o hnso n-Humphrey 
administratio n suppo rter. 
Amo ng pro minent candidates 
who wo n delegate berths fo r 
McCarthy were J ules Feiffer, 
the carto o nist, Theo do re Bikel, 
the fo lk singer and acto r, and 
Murray Kempto n. the newspa­ 
per co iumnist. 
In a pho ne call to O’Dwy er 
headquarters here, McCarthy 
said, “ It’s go ing to be v ery diffi­ 
cult fo r party leaders in New 
Yo rk to read the results and no t 
tremble.” 
An O’Dwy er spo kesman said 
later 
that 
McCarthy 
wo uld 
make an unscheduled campaign 
v isit to New Yo rk City late to ­ 
day , presumably to capitalize 
o n the psy cho lo gical lift the v ic­ 
to ry was ex pected to giv e his 
campaign fo r the Demo cratic 
presidential no minatio n. 
There was no immediate co m­ 
ment fro m the Humphrey camp. 
He had no t mo unted a majo r 
perso nal effo rt in the state. 
McCarthy delegates were en­ 
tered in 3 7 o f the state’s 41 
co ngressio nal districts. Slates 
pledged to Humphrey ran in 25 
and delegates pledged to Kenne­ 
dy in 3 0. 
While the Minneso ta senato r’s 
feat impressed po litical o bserv ­ 
ers, O’Dwy er’s triumph was 
ev en mo re startling. He was ex ­ 
pected to finish last in a three- 
way race but, running as a 
McCarthy adherent, managed to 
edge o ut the fav o red Nickerso n. 
Nickerso n co nceded defeat at 
3 :12 a.m., as O’Dwy er led by 
18,5 00 v o tes. Resnick was run­ 
ning third. 
With 12,3 06 o f the state’s 
13 ,408 d i s t r i c t s 
co unted, 
O’Dwy er had 26 4,479 v o tes, 
Nickerso n 248,09 2 and Resnick 
214,270. 
On the Republican side, sup­ 
po rters o f Richard M. Nix o n put 
up challengers fo r o nly 11 o f the 
82 delegate slo ts. The remaining 
71 went auto matically to Go v . 
Nelso n A. Ro ckefeller. 
Of the 11, two in Queens went 
to Nix o n, two in the Ro chester

ber and beauty sho ps.

and the presidential delegates. 
O’Dwy er, Nickerso n and Res­ 
nick pro v ided the first test o f 
the state’s direct-primary law, 
replacing the o ld co nv entio n 
metho d o f cho o sing candidates 
fo r statewide o ffice. 


They v ied fo r the right to o p­ 
po se U.S. Sen. J aco b K. J av its, 
who had no co ntest fo r the GOP 
no minatio n and easily repelled 
labo r lawy er Murray Baro n’s 
challenge fo r the Liberal party 
endo rsement. 


Tabulating the v o te fo r presi­ 
dential delegates was the mo st 
difficult pro cess, since New 


Yo rk designates mo st o f its 
delegates tty electing them indi­ 
v idually fro m each o f the state’s 
43 co ngressio nal districts. 
Demo crats cho se three per 
district and Republicans two 
per district. Later, the Demo ­ 
cratic State Co mmittee will 
name an additio nal 6 7 dele- 
gates-at-large, and the GOP will 
appo int 10 at-large. 
Kennedy had been in firm 
co ntro l o f his party ’s co mmittee 
and had been ex pected to get 
the bulk o f the at-large co ntin­ 
gent. 
Ro ckefeller undo ubtedly will 
dictate selectio n o f 10 at-large 
delegates co mmitted to him.

“ The Vietnamese go v ernment intends to take o v er mo re 
respo nsibility ,”

marking Armed Fo rces Day . “ We do no t intend to ask the 
United States and the o ther allies fo r mo re tro o ps.” 
In the past, Thieu has said mo re tro o ps were needed abo v e 
the allied co ntributio n o f 5 9 6 ,000 men to insure an accelerated 
v icto ry .

The gunfire* occurred on the 
fringe of predominantly Negro 
South Carolina State College fol­ 
lowing demonstrations by stu­ 


dents against an all-white bowl­ 
ing alley. 
A number of persons arrived 
at the hotel while the Negroes 
were outside to attend an 8 
p.m. reception given for the 17 
governors. The governors them­ 
selves were all inside at the 
time. 
The pickets carried mimeo­ 
graphed sheets ready for pre­ 
sentation to the governors, ask­ 
ing if they knew “ the driver 
of your car is a murderer.” 
The governors are being driven 
by state highway patrolmen. 
“ Do you know that he and 49 
other h ig hw ay patrolmen 
wounded three youths on the 
campus of South Carolina State 
College in February of this 
year?” 
The printed material also 
quoted Gov. McNair as saying 
he would rather that state pa­ 
trolman “ over-react than under- 
react” in quelling racial disor­ 
ders.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In 
Suite 3327 of the New Senate Of­ 
fice Building, the stacks of neat­ 
ly labeled cartons are growing 
higher. Someday all the papers 
and books will be packed. Then 
the people who work there will 
have to leave. 
But they don’t like to think 
about that day. 
For members of Robert F. 
Kennedy’s Senate staff, ties 
with the past are still too strong 
to permit intrusion by thoughts 
of the future. 
Melody Miller is a reception­ 
ist in Suite 3327. She had worked 
for Kennedy since his election in 
1964. 
“ Our lives were always predi­ 
cated on his needs,’’ she said. 
“ We re not ready to start think­ 
ing about pounding the pave­ 
ment looking for jobs. We re not 
even ready to accept the reality 
that we’ll have to go to work 
somewhere else. ’’ 
Since Robert Kennedy died 
from an assassin’s bullet on 
June 6—two weeks ago Thurs­ 
day-more than 100 offers of 
employment for his staff have 
been received at the Senate of­ 
fice. In addition, many mem­ 
bers of Congress have offered 
jobs to individual staff mem­ 
bers. 
So far, none of the offers has 
been accepted. 
“ I worked for a man in whom 
I believed totally,’’ said Hugh 
McDonald, an assistant press 
aide. “ Now there’s this void. I 
feel so empty. I just couldn't go 
to work for anybody else now.’’ 
There has been speculation 
this week that Kennedy’s chief 
press aide, Frank Mankiewicz. 
would oppose Mayor Sam Yorty 
of Los Angeles in that city ’s 1970 
election. Mankiewicz said in an 
interview that “ friends" had 
suggested it to him. 
“ I find it very flattering," he 
said. “ But I haven’t begun to 
think about that sort of thing. I 
certainly don’t turn it down out 
of hand but it’s much too early 
to make any decision. " 
Administrative assistant Joe 
Dolan and legislative assistant 
Peter Edelman aren’t thinking 
about the future yet, nor is 
speech writer Adam Waiinsky. 
“ I worked for Bob Kennedy." 
Waiinsky said. “ It was intensely 
personal. I couldn’t do it for 
anyone else. I don’t think it 
could ever be the same with 
anyone else. I just don’t know 
what I’ll do.” 
Kennedy’s personal secretary 
of 11 years, Angie Novello, 
spends most of her days going 
through books and papers.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(AP) — Baboons offer a better 
chance of successful cornea 
transplants to human beings 
than other animals such as pigs 
or sheep, a doctor at Cape Town

Medical 
School 
said Tuesday. 
He was commenting on the 
announcement 
here 
Monday 
night that a cornea from the eye 
of a baboon had been trans­ 
planted to a human—believed to 
be the world’s first such trans­ 
plant. The cornea is the trans­ 
parent part of the coating of the 
eyeball which covers the iris 
and admits light to the interior 
of the eye. 
The doctors, whose name may 
not be used because of South Af­ 
rican medical ethics, said cor­ 
nea transplants from pigs and 
sheep to humans have been per­ 
formed in other countries but 
have been unsuccessful. 
It will not be known for anoth­ 
er five months whether Mon­ 
day’s cornea graft is completely 
successful, he added.

Six good general rules are: 
First, steaks are best at about 
1 % inches thick. Second, they 
should be put on the fire

no flames. Then if searing is 
desired, lower meat closer to 
the flame and allow to flare up

By T H E A SSO CIA TED P R E S S 
Proponents of stricter controls 
over the nationwide traffic in 
firearms have focused public at­ 
tention on the number of deaths 
— accidental and intentional— 
caused by gunfire in the United 
States. 
“ Guns are involved in more 
than 6,500 murders” each year 
in the nation. President Johnson 
said in appointing a commission 
on violence following the assas­ 
sination of Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
Such an annual toll breaks 
down to 125 homicides a week. 
Many lives also are lost through 
suicides in which guns are used 
and through accidents involving 
firearms. 
To study the extent of deaths 
by gunshot in the United States.

Anniversary of Longest War in US History 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
war in Vietnam becomes the 
longest war in American history 
next Sunday. Six years, six 
months, one day. 
Three days before Christmas 
in 1961, James Thomas Davis, 
an amiable Tennessean who 
used to stuff hoot owls as a hob­ 
by. pitched headlong onto a 
road near Saigon. He was the 
first American soldier killed by 
Viet Cong bullets. 
Men will argue, as they do in 
every war where surprise at­ 
tack or declaration are lacking, 
about when the war actually be­ 
gan. After all, America has 
been involved in Vietnam for a 
quarter century, most intimate­ 
ly since that country was divid­ 
ed in 1954. 
But Tom Davis—no one called 
him by his first name—died in 
combat Dec. 22.1961. The trage­ 
dy of another American war be­ 
gan. 
Six years, six months, one 
day. 
Longer than the six years, 
six months of the American war 
of Independence. That war be­ 
gan with a skirmish at Lexing­ 
ton, Mass., April 19. 1775, and 
terminated with the surrender 
of Cornwallis at Yorktown. Oct. 
19. 1781—two years before the 
peace 
treaty 
actually 
was 
signed. 
Longer than the four years of 
the Civil War. That began April 
12. 1861. when the guns of the 
South fired on Fort Sumter and 
ended April 9. 1865. when Lee 
surrendered to Grant at Appo­ 
mattox. 
Longer than the three years 
and nine months of World War 
II; the three years and one 
month of Korea; the two years 
and six months of the War of 
1812. Longer than any of the 
campaigns in the Indian wars. 
Officially. 
Americaas were 
military’ advisers to South Viet­ 
nam before Spec 4 Davis and 
nine South Vietnamese were 
killed in an ambush and. offi­ 
cially. Americaas remained ad­ 
visers for nearly three more 
years. But young Tom Davis 
was. in President Johnson’s 
words, “ the first American to 
fall in defease of our freedom in 
Vietnam.” 
Nearly 25.000 other Americans 
have since died there. One was 
Thomas Lansden. a cousin of 
Tom Davis, killed May 8 this 
year. 
Tom Davis was a volunteer, 
enlisting just before graduation 
from Tennessee Tech in 1957. 
He was an instructor at the U.S. 
Army Security Agency School at 
Ft. Benning. Ga when, in early 
1961. he wrote home, ‘ I'm going 
to Vietnam.” 
James Clarence Davis, a drug 
store 
owner 
in 
Livingston. 
Tenn , was like a lot of Ameri­ 
cans 
He didn’t know where 
Vietnam was—or what it was— 
until young Americans began 
going there in increasing num­ 
bers—bv the hundreds at first in 


the 1950s, by the hundreds of 
thousands in the 1960s. 
Vietnam is an S-shaped land, 
hugging the coast line of the 
South China Sea. south of the 
Chinese mainland. Its people 
have known war from the centu­ 
ries before Christ, when Viet­ 
namese tribesmen settled in the 
Red River Delta area. 
In the 17th century came the 
first Roman Catholic missionar­ 
ies from France and by the late 
1800s, French forces had gained 
control not only of Vietnam, but 
also Laos and Cambodia—the 
divisions that made up French 
Indochina. 
Then came World War II and 
Japanese occupation. Before the 
French could reassert their au­ 
thority after that war. Ho Chi 
Minh and his Communists had 
formed a separate government 
in 
North 
Vietnam. 
France 
fought Ho’s troops bitterly from 
1946 until 1954 when the Commu­ 
nists defeated them in the 
bloody siege of Dien Bien Phu. 
As far back as 1943. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had criti­ 
cized French rule. He was de­ 
termined tht the country should 
have an international trustee­ 
ship. It did not come to pass. 
On Dec. 23, 1950. the United 
States agreed to give France in­ 
direct U.S. 
military aid 
in 
Southeast Asia. It followed that 
in September 1951 with an 
agreement with Vietnam for di­ 
rect economic assistance. 
Then came 1954 and 16,000 
French casualties at Dien Bien 
Phu. Pierre Mendes-France be­ 
came premier of France on a 
promise to negotiate peace. The 
resulting Geneva Conference 
partitioned Vietnam into two 
countries with a demilitarized 
zone along the 17th parallel sep­ 
arating them. 
It also imposed regulations on 
foreign military bases and per­ 
sonnel and on increased arma­ 
ments. called for country wide 
elections leading to reunifica­ 
tion to be held by July 20. 1956. 
and set up an international con­ 
trol commission to see that the 
accords were carried out. 
Neither the United States nor 
South Vietnam signed the agree­ 
ments. but the United States 
promised to ‘view any renewal 
of the aggression ... with grave 
concern and as seriously threat­ 
ening international peace and 
security.” 
Just as the Geneva conference 
was ending. Ngo Dinh Diem was 
appointed South Vietnam's pre­ 
mier. One million refugees be­ 
gan flowing to South Vietnam 
from the North, including a 
strong contingent of dedicated, 
trained Communists 


In the fall of 1954 Diem asked 
for United States assistance and 
on Oct. 22. President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower ordered a crash 
program to strengthen the Diem 
regime. One week later, the 
United States declared its inten­ 
tion to give direct aid. 


American officials “ assumed 
that if Diem refused to hold the 
elections that North Vietnam 
would attack.” Williams says. 
But when the attack didn't take 
place “ I came to the conclusion 
—and we always stated in our 
briefings although I’m not sure 
we ever convinced Washington 
—that there would never be any 
invasion from North Vietnam 
until after South Vietnam was in 
the throes of a tremendous 
guerrilla war. And that prophe­ 
cy happened to turn out correct­ 
ly.” 
After that the Viet Cong — 
Communist guerrillas in South 
Vietnam — began their terrorist 
attacks in mid-1957. 
On Oct. 2. 1961, Diem de­ 
clared: “ It is no longer a guer­ 
rilla war we have to face, but a 
real war waged by an enemy 
who attacks us with regular 
units.” He followed that 16 days 
later by proclaiming a state of 
emergency. 
The situation worsened. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy sent his personal 
military adviser. Gen. Maxwell 
B. Tayior. to Vietnam to investi­ 
gate. On Dec. 8. 1961, the State 
Department said South Vietnam 
was threatened by “ clear and 
present danger” of Communist 
conquest. Fourteen days later 
Tom Davis was killed. 


On Feb. 8. 1962, the United 
States reorganized its South 
Vietnam 
military 
assistance 
group—which by then totaled 
1,500 advisers—into a command 
under four-star Gen. Paul Donal 
Harkins, who now lives in re­ 
tirement in Dallas. 


In a television interview on 
Sept. 2.1963, President Kennedy 
called the repressions of the 
Buddhists “ very unwise” but 
said he thought the government 
could 
regain support 
“ with 
changes in policy and perhaps 
with personnel. 


he was not only losing support 
from his own people, but that at 
the same time he was losing the 
confidence of American sup­ 
port,” says Charles von Lutti- 
chau, a senior historian in the 
Army’s office of military histo­ 
ry. “ Diem suddenly found him­ 
self in isolation and he was 
quite frantic about it.” 
“ This in turn indicated to the 
generals in power under Diem 
that if they didn’t move against 
him—and especially against his 
brother, Ngo Dinh Nhu—they 
couldn't have support and un­ 
derstanding.” Von Luttichau 
says. 
On Nov. 1, 1963, the key gen­ 
erals of the South Vietnamese 
armed 
forces laid siege to 
Diem’s palace in Saigon. Diem 
and Nhu fled but were caught 
and assassinated by rebels. 
Gen. Harkins, who was a 
friend of Diem in that turbulent 
time, says: 
“ After 
the 
Diem 
demise 
things got a little worse out in 
the country and we could see 
that the Vietnamese weren’t 
able to hold their own; this is 
when the Americans started to 
come in and they went into the 
search and clear (operations) 
and search and destroy with 
larger organizations.” 
Still, Americans were advis­ 
ers—teachers of defense as well 
as helpmates in building South 
Vietnam so it would have the in­ 
ternal strength to resist Com­ 
munist takeover. 
Then came August 1964 and 
the events in the Gulf of Tonkin 
that changed America to a war­ 
rior. The destroyers Maddox 
and C. Turner Joy were at­ 
tacked by North Vietnamese PT 
boats, the United States retaliat­ 
ed with a massive air strike 
against their bases and Presi­ 
dent Johnson got congressional 
authority “ to take all necessary 
measures to repel any armed

“ But I didn’t have anything else 
to do. I had all summer to find a 
comet and I found one.” 
He found it on the third night 
of his watch. “ I didn’t know if it 
was a new or a periodic comet 
so after observing it two days I 
decided to send a report. Most 
astronomy books I have always 
mentioned the Harvard Obser­ 
vatory. I tried by telephone and 
they referred me to the Smith­ 
sonian.” 
The Smithsonian Astrophysi- 
cal Observatory and' the Har­ 
vard Observatory are located in 
Cambridge. Mass. The Smithso­ 
nian keeps track of new celes­ 
tial sightings. 
Whitaker said any time it’s 
clear is a good time to spot 
comets. “ I stay up till the moon 
rises. When the moon gets up it 
throws too much light and spoils 
searching for any dim object 
like a comet. 
Whitaker plans to study as­ 
tronomy after he graduates 
from high school. Now, he is 
building an eight-inch telescope. 
The comet he found apparent-

Long after he had p a ss e d 
t h r o u g h the Berlin Wall at 
Checkpoint Charlie, the official 
East German news agency ADN 
was still protesting his presence 
in West Berlin as a “ provoca­ 
tion.” 
The foreign ministry said 
Brandt was invited to Àbrassi- 
mov’s country home and the 
two talked over “ questions of in­ 
terest to both sides.” 
The meeting was the first 
such trip into East Berlin by a 
West German foreign minister 
since the Berlin Wall was erect­ 


ed in 1961. But for Brandt this 
bold move was not unprecedent­ 
ed. 
In October 1966, two months 
before he became foreign minis­ 
ter, he made another surprise 
trip through the wall to see 
Abrassimov about Berlin prob­ 
lems. 
West Germany does not re­ 
cognize 
East Germany, 
but 
Abrassimov in Western eyes re­ 
mains the Soviet high commis­ 
sioner for Berlin under the 
World War II occupation agree­ 
ments. 
Brandt is said to have main­ 
tained cordial relations with 
Abrassimov despite his govern­ 
ment’s refusal to recognize the 
Communist claim that West 
Berlin is a special entity which 
has no connection with West 
Germany. 
Observers 
have speculated 
that Brandt might receive a 
more 
sympathetic 
reception 
than any other West German 
negotiator since his Social Dem­ 
ocratic party split with the 
Christian Democrats on how to 
counteract the East German 
measures. 
The Social Democrats are 
against insisting that the res­ 
trictions be lifted as a condition 
for signing the nuclear nonproli­ 
feration treaty sponsored by the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States. 


Several Christian Democratic 
leaders 
including 
Chancellor 
Kurt George Kiesinger, have 
hinted 
that 
West 
Germany 
should 
retaliate against the 
travel restrictions by not sign­ 
ing the nuclear pact. 
The East German restrictions 
include requirement of pass­ 
ports and visas for West Ger­ 
mans and West Beliners travel­ 
ing overland between West Ger­ 
many and West Berlin, and in­ 
creased transit taxes on over­ 
land trade. Air traffic and that 
of the three Western allies is not 
affected. 
Informed sources said retalia­ 
tory restrictions on East Ger­ 
man 
travel 
to Britain and 
F r a n c e are being considered, 
but there was no assurance that 
the allies would agree on such a 
measure. One U.S. source said 
4,000 
East Germans visited 
France and Britain last year, 
most of them with trade delega­ 
tions.

VIETNAM (AP) - You put a 
$5-million 
airplane 
into the 
hands of one young pilot and 
you never know how he will act 
until the first day he's shot at. 
Barely 23. big and easy-talk­ 
ing Ens Jim Dadson had two 
years to think about it while he 
went through the Navy's train­ 
ing program. Then, when the 
carrier America joined the 7th 
Fleet, the youngest pilot on the 
ship was in the first strike 
against North Vietnam. 
That was three weeks ago and 
Dadson is now a veteran, joking 
in the squadron's ready room 
deep in the ship’s humming in­ 
terior and casually settled into 
the hazardous routine of a war­ 
time cruise. He flies the A6 In­ 
truder, the most sophisticated, 
electronics-packed jet the Navy 
has. and is proud that out of 76 
men in his flight class he was 
the only one to get an Intruder.

Voluntary Giving: 
Another Americanism

NEW YORK (AP) - If the 
United States is to be branded 
as singularly violent among na­ 
tions, then a sense of intellec­ 
tual balance requires that notice 
be taken also of another charac­ 
teristic: organized, voluntary 
philanthropy. 
This quality is not quite 
unique among Americans, but 
its utter absence in the tradi­ 
tions of most nations has led to 
immeasurable violence and an­ 
guish for its people. 
More so than any nation, 
America has the tradition of 
voluntary giving. Private, non­ 
profit institutions, often staffed 
with volunteers, do much of the 
work that, in many nations, is 
left to the government. 
In 1967, Americans donated to 
worthy causes—religion, educa­ 
tion, the arts, hospitals, the poor 
and so on—a conservatively es­ 
timated $14.6 billion. It was the 
29th straight year of increased 
donations. 
Since philanthropy in the 
United States is so highly organ­ 
ized an activity, a popular delu­ 
sion also exists that the greater 
portion of this total is given by 
corporations or foundations or 
left in wills. 
The statistics show, however, 
that $11.1 billion of the 1967 total 
was donated by living individu­ 
als, much of it in $1 and $2 con­ 
tributions in door-to-door solica- 
tations by neighbors. 
If it is argued that this proves 
we are a nation of beggars rath­ 
er than givers, and that Ameri­ 
cans can afford a dollar or two 
to get rid of a nuisance at the 
door, then one can point to the 
contributions not measured in 
dollars. 
As of now, it is estimated by 
the American Association of 
Fund Raising Counsel, a trade 
group of professional fund rais­ 
ers. that 56 million American's 
offer their time and skills to phi­ 
lanthropy, in one form or anoth­ 
er and for periods ranging from 
minutes to months. 
The association estimates that 
an executive who agrees to lead 
a 
large 
national 
campaign 
might very well be involved for 
one-third of the year, might at­ 
tend 20 meetings, make at least 
25 calls and give several speech­ 
es—free. 
“ Volunteering is in itself an 
American institution,” the asso­ 
ciation’s literature notes. As ev­ 
idence, it calls attention also to 
the Peace Corps, which has 
more than 12,000 volunteers 
abroad and more than 15,001 
who have completed overseas 
assignments. 
There is an attitude among 
Americans, says Jack Schwatz, 
association executive director, 
that a certain amount of what 
they earn will be given away. 
“ There is a general feeling of 
social responsibility. It may go 
back to tithing, I don’t know for 
sure, but the feeling is there. 
It’s part of our culture.” 
Most students believe Ameri­ 
can philanthropy is a tradition 
as old as the nation, that it goes 
bacc to the 17th century when 
neighbors were dependent upon 
each other for security, for rais­ 
ing orphaned children, for build­ 
ing barns. 
Today, many activities nor­ 
mally supported by government 
in some nations are operated in 
the United States as private, 
nonprofit enterprises. The giv­ 
ing of funds, in fact, is essential 


to 
advances 
in 
education, 
health, culture and welfare. 
There is some question now— 
a question that will give ammu­ 
nition to nritics—of whether phi­ 
lanthropy is keeping pace with 
demands from all those in need 
of funds. The percentage of 
funds donated by individuals 
dropped from 3.80 per cent of 
gross income in 1956 to 3.13 per 
cent in 1966. 
For the first time in a decade 
the foundations failed to in­ 
crease their total giving. And 
the percentage of taxable in­ 
come donated by corporations 
has held steady at 1 per nent for 
a decade now. 
The enormous totals continue 
to rise, however, because of the 
expanding economy. And few 
analysts are willing to state flat­ 
ly that the percentages also 
won’t begin rising again as 
charitable Americans search 
their souls in these troubled 
times. 
Says Byrne Whalen of the as­ 
sociation, who researched in­ 
come tax deductions for his esti­ 
mates on philanthropy: “ The 
average American family gives 
away more than it takes credit 
for on its income tax. ”

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Farm Program 
Extension Is 
Sent to Panel 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
proposed one-year extension of 
the basic farm program, stalled 
for nearly a month, was cleared 
Tuesday for House coasidera- 
tion by the House Rules Com­ 
mittee. 
The current program does not 
expire until Dec. 31, 1969, but 
the House Agriculture Commit­ 
tee early last month voted a 
straight one-year extension. 
However, the measure ran in­ 
to a snag in the Rules Commit­ 
tee May 21 when a 6-6 tie vote 
failed to clear it for House de­ 
bate.

As the search went on. bitter 
argument was revived among 
yachtsmen 
over 
multi-hulled 
craft, many saying they're un­ 
safe. 
Jean De Kat. 27. messaged 
Tuesday that he was abandon­ 
ing his 50-foot trimaran Yaksha 
in heavy7 seas about 600 miles 
west of Ireland He reported his 
mast and rudder were broken 
and one of the yacht 's three par­ 
allel hulls was torn away. 
W’eather ships, freighters, the 
25.000-ton liner Empress of Brit­ 
ain and British Atlantic Patrol 
planes from Northern Ireland 
converged on the spot. The first 
report of wreckage came from 
the Dutton, a U.S. Navy ballistic 
missile support ship which has

Conventional yachts, though 
their speed seldom exceeds 10 
knots, are less prone to capsize 
Even if they are knocked down 
by squalls their heavy ballast 
keels are usually enough to 
right them again 
John Pymun, technical secre­ 
tary of the Royal Yachting .As­ 
sociation. said: 
“The traditional yacht may 
break its mast and rigging when 
it capsizes but it usually rights 
itself and leaves its crew with 
ome sIk ter and control 


“ But a cat or a tri in the same 


situation will probably stay up­ 
side down and break up These 
beasts are ultimately unstable if 
pushed to the extreme."

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Anô 


now the entertainment industry 
comes face to face with the is­ 
sue of violence. 
The matter has been debated 


for years, as social critics de­ 
plored the outpouring of brutali­ 
ty on theater and home screens. 
But it took months of rioting in 
city streets and on college cam­ 
puses and, finally, two political 
assassinations to bring the issue 
squarely before public scrutiny. 
President Johnson issued the 


challenge: 
“ Are the seeds of violence 


nurtured through the public's 
airwaves, the screens of neigh­ 
borhood theaters, the news me­ 
dia and other forms of commu­ 
nication that reach the family 
and our young?” 
The President posed this ques­ 
tion at the convening of his new 
commission on violence, formed 


after the slaying of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy in Los Angeles. He 
assigned Dr. Milton S. Eisen­ 
hower to head the 10-member 
panel, known as the National 
Commission on the Causes and 
Prevention of Violence 
The cbmmission might be 


able to fulfill a mission long rec­ 
ommended by certain responsi­ 
ble 
leaders: 
to 
determine 
whether portrayed violence in­ 
duces violent behavior. There 
are two schools of thought on 
this matter: 
1. Some argue that by viewing 


dramatized 
violence, 
human 


beings get rid of their repressed 
emotions. This theory was ex­ 
pressed by Aristotle, who de­ 
clared that art could function as 
a catharsis so that tragedy 
“ through pity and fear, effects 
the proper purgation" of de­ 
structive emotions. 
2. Others believe that repeat­ 
ed exposure of impressionable 
minds to sadistic and criminal

stated: CBS shares the Presi­ 
dent’s concern as to the possible 
effect of the content of televi­ 
sion entertainment programs 
upon the nature of our society. 
We will, of course, cooperate in 
every way possible.” 
Stanton added that it might 


take “ a considerable length of 
time to determine whether there 
is a causal relationship between 
the fictional portrayal of vio­ 
lence in the mass media and 
any increase of actual violence 
in American life.” He said that 
CBS would sponsor meetings 
between its programmers and 
series producers and writers 
in an effort to de-emphasize 
violence. 
NBC declared: “ The assassi­ 
nation of Sen. Kennedy has giv­ 
en rise to discussion of violence 
in our society and violence as 
reflected in the entertainment 
and news media, 
including 


broadcasting. In the news field, 
we seek to cover, through re­ 
porting an analysis, all develop­ 
ments on which public informa­ 
tion is vital in a democracy, and 
we regard such coverage as an 
important part of our obligation. 
In the entertainment field, we 
have established policies and 
procedures to guard against the 
depiction of violence for its own 
sake. 
“ We intend to continue pur­ 
suing these policies with respon­ 
sibility and vigilance and we 
will certainly cooperate with the 
inquiry to be conducted by the 
commission appointed by Presi­ 
dent Johnson.”

CARACAS. Venezuela (AP) — 
Venezuelan warships seized the 
Soviet ocean-going tug Idonobon 
Gromovoy, reportedly crammed 
with electronic equipment, after 
an “ energetic chase” in the 
South Caribbean, Defense Min­ 
ister Ramon Florencio Gomez 
told newsmen Monday. 
Gomez said the tug was taken 
inside Venezuela’s 12-mile terri­ 
torial limit Friday and escorted 
to Puerto Cabello, 60 miles west 
of Caracas. 
He reported nothing “ abnor­ 
mal” was found during a search 
of the vessel. 
The defense minister said the 
tug, towing a barge-like craft, 
was spotted by a patrol boat off 
Orchilla Island, 100 miles north­ 
east of Caracas. When the So­ 
viets refused to heed the patrol 
boat’s orders to stop and tried 
to flee, other ships were sum­ 
moned. They forced the tug to 
change course outside territo­ 
rial waters, Gomez said. 
The disposition of the vessel 
and its crew is up to President 
Raul Leoni, Gomez said. 
BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 
Socia Christian Premier Gaston 
Eyskens and a Catholic-Socialist 
Cabinet were sworn in Monday, 
but political observers believed 
they won’t last long. 
The 29-member cabinet, Bel­ 
gium’s 20th government since 
the end of World War II, has

HAVANA (AP) — Signs say­ 
ing , “ Gracias, Fidel,” popped 
op in Havana as Castro and his 
band 
of 
bearded 
guerrillas 
made their triumphant entry 
into the capital 9% years ago. 
“ Ninety-nine per cent of the 
people were behind him,” an 
ex-Castro fan recalls. 
The prime minister’s popular­ 
ity has gone up and down since. 
Evidence now indicates it is at 
its lowest point since he chased 
dictator Fulgencio Batista out 
o f the countrv in 1959. 
There seems little doubt that 
discontent today is more serious 
than government officials ac­ 
knowledge. The middle ground 
o f Cubans, people who could be 
identified in the United States 
a s independent voters, are tired 
o f rationing, tired of promises 
and tired of more restrictions. 
Their view of what the govern­ 
ment is trying to do has become 
wrapped in confusion, disap­ 
pointment, 
propaganda 
and 
hard times. Because Castro and 
the system are the same, a drop 
in his popularity is a decline for 
the government also. 
Ever since he took control 
there have been those who 
wanted to overthrow him but or­ 
ganized opposition always has 
been minor and with little real 
popular support. 
Today, the disenchantment is 
unorganized but widespread. It 
is grassroots discontent, caused 
principally by austere living 
conditions. 
As such, it seems capable of 
flaring into something more 


threatening, or dissolving if the 
Communist government elimi­ 
nates its economic problems. 
The prospects for the latter, 
even by Castro’s estimates, are 
unlikely before 1970. 
Disaffected Cubans are com­ 
plaining primarily about living 
conditions. But there is resent­ 
ment against government pres­ 
sure to demand more while giv­ 
ing 
less 
material 
rewards. 
Things like individual rights or 
a free press appear to have 
been buried by more pressing 
troubles. They are generally 
voiced by complainers as after­ 
thoughts. 
The drop in popularity has so­ 
lidified support among Castro’s 
revolutionaries. Their attitude: 
“ If you are not with us, you are 
against us.” This has bewil­ 
dered the apolitical and apathet­ 
ic, people just trying to get 
along. 
It also has produced disaffec­ 
tion in a small minority of the 
youth. To some this is signifi­ 
cant since Castro depends heav­ 
ily on young people for the fu­ 
ture. To others, it suggests that 
a world trend of feeling against 
the establishment has shown up 
here. 
An outbreak of unexplained 
fires at production installations 
was reported in cities in April 
and May. In one instance, the 
evidence indicated sabotage. 
At some Havana high schools, 
students were censured for dis­ 
tributing antigovernment litera­ 
ture and demanding more free­ 
dom in school affairs. Education 


Minister Jose Llanusa warned 
them: “ We are not going to 
have another Czechoslovakia in 
Cuba.” 
The depth of discontent is dif­ 
ficult to estimate. But it is 
worth remembering that sabo­ 
tage, counterrevolution, violence 
and anti-government expressions 
have been with this government 
since its inception. 
Some quarters suggest that 
part of the prime minister’s po­ 
pularity problem stems from a 
credibility gap after nearly 10 
years of leading the country. 
Others say this is merely a 
growing occupational disease 
which afflicts most leaders to­ 
day. 
A prevalent view is that the 
present discontent is as much 
against the situation as the 
man, an unsurprising conclusion 
since the two have been inse­ 
parable since Castro began his 
revolution. But because he can 
still evoke grudging admiration 
from those who denounce him 
and because of the govern­ 
ment’s ability to smash dissent 
immediately, serious open re­ 
bellion seems unlikely. 
“ I don’t like what’s going on 
here but that doesn’t mean I 
want the Yankees back.” says a 
Cuban.

LONDON (AP) - Vio lence in 
the United States co ntinues to 
preo ccupy the wo rld press, and 
o ne 
co mmentato r 
ex presses 
do ubt that America has learned 
any thing “ fro m the series o f 
shattering assassinatio ns." 
Desmo nd Rushe, o f Dublin’s 
Irish Independent, wro te after 
co v ering the funeral o f Ro bert 
F. Kennedy : ‘‘A baffling inco n­ 
g ruity in the United States—and 
o ne which leav es a so ur, bitter 
and ang ry feeling ag ainst Amer­ 
ica and Americans—is the co m­ 
munal and po litical attitude to ­ 
ward firearms co ntro l. 
‘‘One wo nders," said Rushe, 
"if America has learned any ­ 
thing at all fro m the series o f 
shattering assassinatio ns which 
has o v ertaken it. Or, indeed, if 
Americans are no t mo re cy ni­ 
cally and selfishly preo ccupied 
with g uarding their v ested inter­ 
ests than in curing the racial 
and so cial ills which afflict their 
land." 
Sir Denis Bro g an, British his­ 
to rian writing in the Spectato r, 
depicted the United States in the 
ro le o f the heav y . 
"At the mo ment,” he said, 
“ many Americans think little o f 
their co untry and hav e g o o d 
reaso ns fo r their lack o f faith in 
the last, best ho pe o n earth.’ ” 
The press o f o ther natio ns had 
depicted America in the same 
dark hues, a surv ey by The As­ 
so ciated Press sho wed. 
"Murder is part o f the Ameri­ 
can way o f life." said J o achim 
Schwelien in the liberal Die Zeit 
o f Hamburg , Germany . 
"The shaking indig natio n can 
still be felt, the shame and the 
self-accusing despair o f Ameri­ 
cans after the assualt in Lo s An­ 
g eles," said Schwelien. "But 
do n’t deceiv e y o urselv es:so o n 
the indig natio n will die do wn 
and leav e ro o m to the careless 
equanimity which alway s sets in 
anew after po litical murders."

WASHINGTON — Sen ator Joh n McClellan , D- 
Ark., th e an gry man of th e Sen ate, h as sen t a swarm 
of in v estigators an d auditors in to th e Ch icago gh etto 
to h un t for scan dals in th e an ti-pov erty program. 
Th ey h av e brough t back h orren dous tales about 
accused murderers, rapists an d oth er h oodlums on 
th e gov ern men t pay roll. On e police in telligen ce 
report ch arges th at black militan ts were flown at th e 
tax pay ers’ ex pen se from Watts to Ch icago to stir up 
racial v iolen ce 
Th e ch ief target of th e McClellan in v estigation is a 
$927,341 an ti-pov erty project wh ich was in ten ded to 
reh abilitate two warrin g y outh gan gs — Th e 
Blackston e Ran gers an d East Side Disciples. 
Leaders of both gan gs were sign ed up as “teach ers’ 
an d “recruiters" to brin g th eir members in to th e 
program 
Two gan g leaders. Eugen e Hairston of th e 
Ran gers an d Jeffery Fort of th e Disciples, were 
drawin g $7,200 an d $6,000. respectiv ely , in federal 
pay . (Hairston was foun d guilty of “solicitation to 
commit murder;” a ch arge th at Fort h ad killed a 13- 
y ear-old boy was dismissed ) 
Th ree oth ers on th e an ti-pov erty pay roll — Lee 
Jackson . Ch arles Bey an d William Troop 
were arrested for alleged rape. Th ere were 32 y outh s 
on th e job-train in g staff 


—Gang s Co o l It’— 


Yet th ere is solid ev iden ce th at th is darin g an ti­ 
pov erty project h as reduced both crime an d v iolen ce 
in th e gh etto. A con fiden tial surv ey foun d th at 8 8 9 
per cen t of th e merch an ts in th e Ran gers' territory 
an d 8 6 7 per cen t in th e Disciples’ domain felt th at 
th e y outh gan gs h ad h elped to prev en t riotin g after 
Dr Martin Luth er Kin g's assassin ation I h e results 
were quite opposite in th e n eigh borh ood frequen ted 
by th e Vice Lords, an oth er gan g, wh ich doesn t 
participate in th e an ti-pov erty program. 
Wh en a wh ite storekeeper sh ot a Negro last July 
31, th e Disciples broke up a mob th at was formin g in 
th e streets. Th is brough t a letter of appreciation 
from William Griffin , comman der of Ch icago’s 
th ird police district 
Similar fin din gs are ex pected to come from a 
Un iv ersity of Ch icago study of th e gan g project 
Prof. Irv in g Spergel. wh o Is directin g th e four-man 
study , told us th eir research Isn 't y et completed But 
h e said th e group h ad reach ed th e ten tativ e 
con clusion th at th e project h ad reduced v iolen ce, 
dev eloped commun ity pride an d prepared a n umber 
of gan g members for con structiv e employ men t.

Th e Gan g In telligen ce Un it of th e Ch icago police 
, takes v igorous ex ception to th ese v iews. Th e squad 
members look upon th e Ran gers an d Disciples as 
in corrigibles an d regard th e federal pay men ts as 
blackmail. 
“Th e on ly way to deal with th ese gan g kids,” th e 
police h av e told McClellan ’s in v estigators, “is to 
sh oot th em or jail th em." 
On ce th e police actually raided th e project cen ter 
wh ile federal officials were n egotiatin g a peace pact 
between th e Ran gers an d Disciples. A stran ge pact 
was ev en tually sign ed on April 22, 
1 96 7, by Eugen e 
Hairston for th e Ran gers an d Nich olas Doren zo for 
th e Disciples. 
“Th ere is n o treaty ,” declared th e pact, “but th e 
two groups h av e come to an un derstan din g th at 
th ere will be n o weapon s used in figh tin g h ere on . 
But it is un derstood th at if sh ots are fired between 
eith er group, it will en dan ger th e (an ti-pov erty 
project).” 
Th e followin g July , sev eral in ciden ts h ad brough t 
th e two gan gs to th e brin k of open warfare. Th e 
smell of v iolen ce was in th e air. Jerome Bern stein , 
th e federal project man ager, teleph on ed a black 
leader in Watts, wh o prev iously h ad gain ed th e 
con fiden ce of th e Ch icago gan g leaders. He agreed 
to fly to Ch icago to h elp h ead off th e trouble. 
—Midnig ht Meeting — 
He arriv ed with four oth er Negroes from Watts on 
th e ev en in g of July 25 an d wen t in to an all-n igh t 
h uddle with Ran ger leaders in a down town h otel. In 
a con fiden tial report to h is superiors, Bern stein 
described wh at h appen ed. 
“Th e Watts group,” h e wrote, “berated th e 
Ran gers for figh tin g with th eir ‘broth ers’ in a way 
on ly gh etto people can do. Th ey spoke of th e 
broth erh ood of black people, th e n eed for th em to 
join togeth er for th eir own good, th eir n eed to make 
decision s for th eir own commun ity , an d to keep out 
outside agitators, th at riots were destructiv e to th eir 
own commun ity an d would produce n oth in g 
positiv e.” 
Th e followin g morn in g, th e police raided th e 
rooms wh ere th e Watts Negroes were registered. 
Bern stein was summon ed to th eir rooms. 
“Laid out on th e bed,” h e reported to h is 
superiors, “were two rev olv ers, 30 or 40 roun ds of 
ammun ition , th ree wh ite busin ess en v elopes an d a 
Pan Am Airway s match box . I was in formed by on e 
of th e detectiv es th at th e detectiv es h ad discov ered 
th e rev olv ers an d th e en v elopes, wh ich h e stated 
con tain ed marijuan a an d th e match box wh ich h e 
said con tain ed ‘ben n ies.’ ’’ 
It turn ed out th at on e of th e Negroes h ad a 
Californ ia permit for th e pistols. As for th e 
marijuan a. Bersn tein cited a Jun e 19. 1967, memo 
from Rev . Arth ur Brazier, a Negro leader, warn in g 
th at “th e GIU of th e Ch icago police migh t en deav or 
to plan t some n arcotics in an attempt to embarrass 
an d sh ut down th e program ” 
Bern stein also told h is superiors: “Th e n arcotics, 
in v iew of th e man n er in wh ich th e police mov ed th e 
in div iduals from room to room, could h av e been 
plan ted.” 
Th e police ch arged th at th e Watts group were 
black agitators wh o h ad been flown to Ch icago at 
gov ern men t ex pen se to fomen t trouble. Th ey were 
permitted to catch th e n ex t plan e back to Los 
An geles, h owev er, with out bein g booked.

Ulbricht on Powder Keg; 
Berlin Is Flimsy Diversion

UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (NEA) 
It is obv iously to bolster th e prestige of W alter Ulbrich t’s 
sh aky regim e in E ast German y th at th e Russian s h av e de­ 
cided to warm up th e cold war in E ast Europe. 
In th e v iew of E ast European diplomats, th is is th e un der­ 
ly in g reason for Ulbrich t’s n ew illegal restriction s on trav el 
by West German s to Berlin . 
Th eir im m ediate aim is to assert E ast G erm an y ’s “ pres­ 
en ce” as an in depen den t n ation in E ast Europe an d to test th e 
determ in ation of th e Un ited States, Britain an d Fran ce to de­ 
fen d th e freedom of West Berlin . 
Th ey are also a warn in g to Commun ist n ation s like Czech ­ 
oslov akia, Roman ia, Yugoslav ia an d Hun gary n ot to ign ore or 
isolate Ulbrich t as th ey mov e to establish closer relation s with 
th e West German s. 
For Sov iet diplomacy , West German y h as lon g been a 
con v en ien t wh ippin g boy . Th e Kremlin leaders h av e alway s 
foun d it useful to beat th e an ti-Bon n drum s as loudly as possi­ 
ble wh en faced with domestic or in tern ation al trouble. 
In th e latest crisis ov er Berlin th ey are again leadin g from 
weakn ess an d n ot from stren gth . 
New win ds of freedom are blowin g ev ery wh ere in East 
Europe an d ev en warm in g up th e cold w ar as a div ersion will 
n ot sav e Ulbrich t. With sweepin g reform s un der way in n eigh ­ 
borin g Czech oslov akia an d oth er Commun ist n ation s, h ow 
much lon ger will h is oppressiv e regim e be able to rule E ast 
German y ? 
E ast Germ an workers an d studen ts believ e th at th ey are 
liv in g un der th e most Stalin ist regim e in E ast Europe. Man y 
of th em , in con v ersation s with th is w riter, ev en compared 
Ulbrich t to Hitler. 
Th e Berlin wall—th e “ Wall of G erm an y ’s sh am e”—looms 
large in th eir th ough ts. Before it was built people could flee 
to West Germ an y an d th ousan ds did. Now th ey are turn ed in 
on th em selv es. As y et th ere h av e been n o studen t dem on stra­ 
tion s in th e regim en ted police state. But restlessn ess an d re ­ 
v olt seeth e un dern eath th e surface. 
Ex actly 15 y ears ago, E ast German y was R ussia’s first sat­ 
ellite to rev olt again st Commun ist domin ation . Th e uprisin g 
was put down by Russian tan ks but it h as rem ain ed Ulbrich t’s 
n igh tm are ev er sin ce. 
Can h e an d h is Russian m asters prev en t an oth er ex plosion ? 
Th ey striv e to div ert atten tion from th eir difficulties by m ak­ 
in g as much trouble as possible in Berlin . 
Th e n ew trav el restriction s were osten sibly in troduced in 
retaliation for em ergen cy laws recen tly passed by th e West 
Germ an parliam en t. 
Un der th is legislation , approv ed by th e Un ited States, Bri­ 
tain an d Fran ce, th e Bon n gov ern m en t will h av e special 
powers in tim es of th reat from abroad or em ergen cy at h ome. 
Th e Commun ists’ protests again st th e laws, wh ich do n ot 
affect E ast German y , obv iously are ph on y . Most democratic 
gov ern m en ts h av e reserv e powers wh ich can be in v oked in 
tim e of grav e n ation al em ergen cy an d Bon n ’s are th e least 
strin gen t. Th ey are design ed to protect West G erm an y ’s fra­ 
gile dem ocracy again st subv ersion by Ulbrich t, R ussia’s 
agen ts an d th eir n eo-Nazi allies. 
But for Ulbrich t th e emergen cy laws were a flimsy pretex t 
—th e latest in a series—to un derlin e h is con ten tion th at West 
Berlin is n ot part of West German y . It is an oth er attem pt +o 
wh ittle away Allied auth ority ov er th e div ided city . 
Th ere is n o doubt th at E ast G erm an y ’s un recon structed 
“ Stalin ” acted with th e kn owledge an d agreem en t of Moscow. 
But in th e v iew of th e Eastern diplomats th e Russian s are n ot 
in a position at th is time to h eat up th e cold war to a dan ger 
poin t. 
As lon g as th ey face a h ostile Red Ch in a an d are plagued 
by in creasin g dissen t in Europe th ey are n ot likely to embark 
on m ilitary adv en tures in German y . 
Nev erth eless, th e situation in Berlin is grav e. In addition to 
diplomatic protests, n ow is th e time for th e Un ited States, 
Britain an d Fran ce to make it clear to Russia bey on d th e sh a­ 
dow of a doubt th at th ey will n ot tolerate U lbrich t’s in terfer­ 
en ce with West Berlin ’s freedom.

The President said, “ I ho pe ev eiy o ne o f y o u is 
thrilled to be standing o n the White Ho use lawn, 
because the White Ho use is a sy mbo l o f what is g o o d 
abo ut the leadership o f o ur co untry .” He reminisced 
abo ut the rev o lutio n which has taken place since he 
was a y o ung man in Tex as with kero sene lamps to 
study by , and kitchen rang es and o il sto v es to co o k 
with. When he wo rked with the Natio nal Yo uth 
Administratio n, the y o ung peo ple then were pa'd 
ten and twelv e do llars a mo nth. He enco urag ed the 
R.E.A. deleg ates to stay in scho o l because 
“ educatio n is the g uiding g enius o f a demo cracy . 
He enco urag ed them to stay with the land because 
the R.E.A. and o ther o rg anizatio ns are co nstantly 
impro v ing life in rural America. 
President Jo hnso n to ld his audience that they 
hav e an o blig atio n to America, that they sho uld 
beco me po litically minded and familiarize them­ 
selv es with candidates o n ev ery lev el . They 
sho uld prepare themselv es fo r the priv ileg e o f 
v o ting . He talked abo ut his daug hter Luci. “ There is 
a y o ung mo ther in the White Ho use who se husband 
is in Vietnam, who has nev er v o ted y et, but she 
kno ws a g reat deal abo ut o ur g o v ernment and ho w it 
wo rks.” He said that the y o ung peo ple who hav e 
serv ed as g o v ernment interns during the summer o n 
Capito l Hill hav e made g o o d citizens. 
After addressing the g ro up the President walked 
amo ng the y o ung peo ple, shaking their hands and 
urg ing them to help R.E.A. “ li^ht up the wo rld.

o f them said they enjo y ed the bo at trip o n the 
Po to mac to Mo unt Verno n mo st o f all. 


YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


High Emotional Tension 
A Cause of Teeth Erosion 


By W ILLIA M LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


Dear Dr. Lawrence: My teeth are wearing away at 
the necks, and deep g ro o v es are fo rming What 
causes this and ho w can I prev ent it? These places 
are no t decay ed and do n’t hurt ex cept when I brush 
my teeth o r eat so mething ho t o r co ld. 
Answer: This is abrasio n, o r ero sio n o f teeth. 
These y ello w-bro wn, saucer-shaped, o r so metimes 
knife-edg ed g ro o v es appear in the necks o f teeth 
alo ng the g um line. They o ccur in middle life o r 
later, mo stly in fro nt teeth, and parto cularly the ey e 
teeth. 
Ero sio n makes teeth react to v ario us stimuli, such 
as ho t and co ld because the pro tectiv e co v er o f 
enamel has wo rn away , ex po sing hig hly sensitiv e 
dentin. 
Natural defense o f the affected teeth is to build up 
pro tectiv e lay ers o f seco ndary dentin inside the 
ito o th. But the rate o f ero sio n is usually faster than 
the rebuilding pro cess and therefo re ero ded areas 
must o e treated befo re they g et deep eno ug h to 
inv o lv e the nerv e. 
So metimes it’s eno ug h to paint the sensitiv e areas 
with fluo ride so lutio n. Ev en tho ug h many co ats may 
be necessary , treatment is simple and o ften quite 
effectiv e. If this fails, they can be filled o r entire 
to o th cro wn can be pro tected with po rcelain cap. 
Causativ e facto rs o f ero sio n are unkno wn and 
therefo re many causes, fro m “ acid mo uth” to 
g rinding teeth at nig ht, are suspect. But the mo st 
plausible is mechanical abrasio n fro m to o v ig o ro us 
to o th-brushing . 
At least o ne inv estig ato r has a mo re interesting 
theo ry . He claims that ero sio n o f teeth o ccurs in 
peo ple who sho w hig h emo tio nal tensio n. He po ints 
to hig h incidence o f abrasio n o f ero sio n in 
hig hstrung ex ecutiv es, and in div o rcees. 


Dear Dr. Lawrence: I dread hav ing my teeth 
cleans by the dentist. It hurts so . Is there so me way 
to deaden the pain witho ut g etting an injectio n? 
Answer: Teeth pro phy lax is sho uld no t be painful. 
If do ne carefully , pain and bleeding are minimal. 
Ho wev er, so me patients are supersensitiv e to any 
kind o f instrumentatio n in and aro und the mo uth. 
So metimes these patients can be helped with 
applicatio n o f to pical “ no v o caine.” 
This is a ty pe o f lo cal anesthetic that’s applied 
directly to the g ums by simply wiping it o n and in 
seco nds it reduces pain sig nificantly .

Dare, for those of you who 
have done nothing to keep 
Cashin well-fed, is a magazine 
distributed nationally, as it 
says in the masthead, “ to col­ 
leges an d universities—fra­

Tornado 
Causes 
Dam age 


LACROSSE, Kan (AP)-Two 
residences, four house trailers 
and four businesses were de 
stroyed when a tornado touched 
down briefly in LaCrosse Tues­ 
day night, but miraculously no 
one was seriously injured. 
Mrs. Norman Hammer and 
Mrs. Ronald Wilson were ad­ 
mitted to the Rush County Hos­ 
pital in LaCrosse with what Dr. 
Robert McCorkle said were mi­ 
nor injuries and shock. 
At least four other persons 
were treated for lesser injuries 
and released. 
Rush County Sheriff Jack 
Mendenhall said he saw two 
funnels touch the ground just 
east of this central Kansas town 
of 2,000. Both moved in an east- 
to-west direction, just opposite 
from most tornadoes. 
One funnel slammed into the 
Wilson home, demolishing it. 
Several mobile homes were 
damaged. One, according to 
newsmen on the scene, was 
bent into the shape of a “ U” 
with the frame landing across 
Kansas 4 highway atop a motel. 
The tornado left a narrow 
path of destruction on the north 
side of the highway. The main 
portion of the city is south of 
the road. 
Power and gas to the immedi­ 
ate area were cut off when the 
storm knocked off a regulator 
valve at a Kansas Power and 
Light Co. building. 
The second funnel, Sheriff 
Mendenhall said, caused no 
damage, touching down north 
of the town. 
Other funnels were spotted 
Tuesday night 18 miles north­ 
west of Larned and 10 miles 
west of Albert and later a tor­ 
nado was reported 10 miles 
northeast of Cimarron. 
Golf-ball size hail fell at 
Marysville in northeast Kansas 
close to the Nebraska border. 
Hail wa* also reported in 
Frankfort and several other 
Kansas and Nebraska communi­ 
ties. 


Who Needs God ? 


BOSTON (AP) - A national 
convention of rabbis has been 
told that part of the world be­ 
lieves it can do without God.

We give each other encourage­ 
ment. It’s our son. our husband 
or our loved one. 
“The Department of Defense 
said it was a matter of policy 
and would be invading people’s 
privacy. I’m sure some don’t 
want their name and address 
released. But others say it’s 
okay. I guess they thought I was 
a rabble-rouser who would de­ 
scend on Washington. Have we 
become so inhuman that peo­ 
ple’s feelings and human lives 
mean nothing?” 


“The State Department has 
asked not only me hut other 
families as well to ‘minimize 
publicity.’ The reason, they say, 
is we make noise and we make 
it more difficult on our husband 
orson. 
“ If I believed that, I wouldn’t 
do it. If they can show me proof, 
then I will shut up.” 
Mrs. Bucher said she hates to 
see the Pueblo seizure become a 
political issue in the upcoming 
elections. 
“ But there’s no other way. 
The Democrats are so embar­ 
rassed they’re hanging their 
heads. Republicans are picking 
it up. 
“ Those men on the ship are 
Republicans, Democrats, what 
have you. Many on the boat 
aren’t even old enough to vote. 
Some are just 21 and could vote 
for the first time. Are they 
going to get absentee ballots?” 
Committees of volunteers 
have formed in San Diego and 
elsewhere to distribute bumper 
stickers which say “Remember 
the Pueblo.” 
In Washington, the Remem­ 
ber the Pueblo Committee said 
it would picket the State Depart­ 
ment today and bring relatives 
of the Pueblo crewmen to the 
capital at a later date to de­ 
mand action.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
General Accounting Office re­ 
jected Tuesday challenges to 
the legality of two new Army 
contracts for production of M16 
rifles. 


in a report to a special House 
subcommittee the GAO said the 
Army could legally ignore price 


in deciding which of four firms 
should receive the contracts. 


Last April 19. the Army 
awarded two-year contracts for 
240.000 rifles each to Hydra- 
Matic Division of General Mo­ 
tors, Ypsilanti, Mich., and to 
Harrington and Richardson Co., 
of Worcester. Mass. 


The GM contract had a ceiling 
price of $56 million. Ceiling 
price on the Harrington and Ri­ 
chardson contract was $42 mil­ 
lion. 


The Army’s action was chal­ 
lenged after it was learned two 
other firms that sought the con­ 
tracts— Maremont Co. of Saco. 


Maine, and Cadillac Gage of 
Warren, Mich —were prepared 
to supply the rifles for ceiling 
prices of about $37 million. 


The GAO said the Army told 
the four firms that “ as a result 
of increased urgency to supply 
the maximum number of rifles 
at the earliest possible date with 


minimum risks of production in­ 
terruption, the object of this 
procurement is changed to se­ 
lect those two sources which 
will afford to the government 
the highest degree of confidence 
in their ability in meeting and 
exceeding 
the 
accelerated 
schedule.. 


The Army also told the firms 
not to submit price data until 
asked for it. 


After evaluating the firms and 
their technical proposals for 
supplying the rifles, but before 
asking for prices, the Army 
eliminated Maremont and Cadil­ 
lac Gage from the competition. 


Rep. Peter Kyros, D-Malffc, 
complained that Maremont, sole 
source for the Army’s M60 
machinegun, was as technically 
qualified to produce M16s as 
¿M or Harrington and Richard­ 
son. 


The GAO said, “ We are not in 
a position to substitute our judg­ 


ment for that of the Army in 
evaluating the technical ability 
and qualifications of the four 
companies who made technical 
proposals.” 
The GAO said the Army re­ 
ported it first determined GM 
and Harrington and Richardson 
were the only qualified bidders 
and sought price informa tion.
